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Citv Council Savs: 


Let The Voters Decide 

De-Designation Goes to Voters; Ruction is Mixed

Tuesday’s Sierra Madre City Council meeting saw the 
passage of various resolutions pertaining to April’s elec¬ 
tion. Every time there’s an election, as a formality, res¬ 
olutions have to be passed, i.e. The election will take 
place on such and such a date. Filing deadlines are so 
and so, etc. One item Tuesday night that was not mere¬ 
ly a formality, however, was the passage of a resolution 
that will call for the a vote of the people to determine 
whether or not to de-designate 29 historical properties. 

Barbara Hester, Chair of the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission (but speaking as an individual), called the ini¬ 
tiative process “An inappropriate way to deal with the 
issue.” She said that the proposal violates the spirit of 
the General Plan, and that the list’s purpose was to pro¬ 
tect historical properties, and should not be rescinded “at 
the whim of future City Councils or owners”. 

In bringing the issue to the voters, the Council hopes 
to circumvent the California Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA), which has provisions by which environmen¬ 


tal impact reports (EIRs) would need to be done for each 
property. The drawback to the EIRs is that conservative 
estimates are that each EIR would cost $2,000, and nei¬ 
ther the property owner nor the City wishes to foot the 
$58,000-t- bill. 

Richard Trader agreed with Barbara Hester, and said, 
“The sudden cram to put this on the April election needs 
to be reconsidered. The process is not consistent with 
preservation goals.” Trader also found fault with the pro¬ 
posed impartial analysis to appear on the ballot, which 
he called “very troubling” and “obviously biased.” One 
of the statements in the proposed impartial analysis was 
that at least one property owner had contended that 
“None of the 29 properties (has) any real historic val¬ 
ue...”, a statement Trader called “So erroneous as to have 
no logical merit.” 

In addition to questions of whether the initiative was 
the right thing to do. Bob Proctor questioned whether it 
was a legal thing to do. Said Proctor, ‘The EIR would 
provide valuable information. A commitment to this 
kind of preservation doesn’t come with a free ride. Lorn-

Gardener 
Gets Better 
Vegetables 

Naturally

Individuals and stores 
are getting more health 
conscious these days, and 
nobody knows it better 
than Sierra Madre’s Lisa 
Edwards, who was buying 
organic foods before they 
were in fashion. She’s seen 
the difference. “Three 
years ago, I used to have to 
ask for stores to order or¬ 
ganic produce, and the 
prices were astronomical¬ 
ly expensive. Now, prices 
are down, and you can 
walk into any grocery 
store, and they have an or¬ 
ganic section,” says Ed¬ 
wards. 

But why rely on the 
store when you can just 
grow your own? Edwards 
has been a gardener for the 
past 10 years, and an or¬ 
ganic one for the past five. 
If you’re not up on your 
environmental lingo, or¬ 
ganic gardeners use no 
pesticides or synthetic fer¬ 
tilizers; instead, it’s her 
own compost pile that fer¬ 
tilizes the 2,000 square 
foot garden she tends to for 
over 20 hours each week: 
“I use kitchen scraps.

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poc (Lee v. Lompoc is the test case upon which the 
City’s belief that the initiative process would eliminate 
the need for EIRs) had spent the money to do EIRs, 
which is an important difference, very unlike the situa¬ 
tion you folks are proposing. 1 have serious que.stions as 
to whether you’re on firm legal ground.” 

In response to Proctor, Councilman Bart Doyle stat¬ 
ed that in the Lompoc case, the EIRs had been flawed, 
but in the court’s opinion, it had been stated that wheth¬ 
er they were flawed or not is irrelevant, since CEQA 
didn’t apply. 

Mary Sullivan also urged the Council to reconsider, 
calling the initiative “nothing more than an attempt to 
circumvent CEQA” which hasn’t been disputed by the 
Council. It is Sullivan’s belief, following discussions 
with CEQA specialists, that since the initiative would 
commit the City to a definite course of action “if the 
outcome of the election should be favorable”, the action 
is discretionary, and CEQA applies. Sullivan also urged 
the Council to reconsider the language of the impartial 
analysis, stating that it was neither honest nor accurate. 

Joylouise Harte’-Smith said that she was “concerned 
about the dissolution of ordinances occurring so easily”. 
She alluded to both the Tree Ordinance and the Hillside 
Ordinance, and said simply, “It doesn’t seem right.” 

The decision to put the issue on the ballot was not 
without supporters, however. Donna Sutcliffe, who 
owns one of the properties in question, said, “This ordi¬ 
nance is not to determine whether properties are histor¬ 
ical or not; it’s to save the City $2,500 per property...We 
didn’t pay to get on the list, and we’re not paying to get 
off. This is a corrective measure.” 

Glen Lambdin also supported the ballot initiative, 
stating, ‘There is no greater exercise in democracy man 
taking an issue to a vote of the people. Assuming we can 
save the taxpayers $60,000,1 support this initiative.” 

Mayor Jim Hester argued against the ballot initiative, 
stating, “I feel as a City Council, we’re abdicating our 
responsibility here. I have serious problems with the

Sierra Madre 
Search and 
Rescue Finds 
Body of 
Missing Hiker 

The Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team partici¬ 
pated in an extensive multi-day search for a missing 
hiker in the Liebre Mountain area of northwestern Los 
Angeles County this past weekend. On the third day of 
the search, it was a Sierra Madre team that located the 
body of Karen Tellez, a 40-year-old mother of five from 
Palmdale, just 2.7 miles from where she had last been 
seen by one of her companions at 1:30 on Friday after¬ 
noon. She had died from hypothermia, most likely within 
hours of becoming separated from her hiking partners 
at the beginning of the massive winter storm which hit 
Southern California last Friday afternoon. At the 5800’ 
elevation where she was hiking, the storm brought freez¬ 
ing rain and high winds, a deadly combination for any¬ 
one not fully prepared for such extreme conditions. 

Search and rescue personnel could piece together a 
chain of mistakes that explains how even an experienced 
and conditioned hiker can succumb to the insidious ef¬ 
fects of hypothermia. The group had been trying to hike 
a portion of the Pacific Crest Trail on Friday morning 
before the expected arrival of the well-announced storm. 
That was Mistake #1. Weather patterns do not run on 
schedules like Swiss trains. The storm hit them when 
they were halfway through their hike. The group appar¬ 
ently continued hiking for a while, away from their cars 
or other safe havens, even after they realized they had 
misjudged the weather. That was Mistake #2. There is 
an old saying: “Mountains don’t care.” They will still 
be there for another time. Turn back while it’s still pru¬ 
dent. The victim was dressed in cotton clothes and car¬ 
ried nothing extra that would give her adequate protec-

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bills, as mandated by 
AB1890. The City intends 
to purchase electricity at 
reduced rates, then sell that 
electricity at a markup to 
residential and commer¬ 
cial users within the City. 
The markup rate would be 
set such that the users 
would pay the same rate 
they are currently paying; 
in effect, they would be 
passing their AB 1890 sav¬ 
ings along to the City for 
investment in the Under¬ 
grounding program. All 
residential and commer¬ 
cial participation in the 
program would be 100% 
voluntary. 

The project has the po¬ 
tential to be a significant 
source of revenue to the 
City. The Committee has 
identified this source of 
revenue as a means by 
which the City can pay for 
Undergrounding on a Cit¬ 
ywide level, and further¬ 
more, the reduced rates 
obtained by the City as an 
ESP could be applied to 
the City’s power needs. 
The Committee has found 
positive feedback from the 
community, and believes 
that participation will be 
good in the community. 

The result of Tue.sday’s 
vote will be to solicit elec¬ 
trical utility customers, 
and also to solicit propos¬ 
als from electrical utility 
consultants or brokers to 
help in the transition to 
becoming a fully opera¬ 
tional ESP. 

Other City Council 
notes Tuesday included a 
visit and formal introduc¬ 
tion from the Sierra Madre 
Rose Court. Sara Benitez, 
Caitlin Justice, Megan 
Sullivan, and Elisa Weav¬ 
er presented the City with 
a rendering of this year’s 
float, red roses, and an in¬ 
troduction of each of them. 
The Councilmembers 
were also given official 
1998 Rose Float pins. Cai- 
tlin’s appearance comes 
just days after having her 


appendix removed. 
Speedy recovery, Caitlin! 

For members of the 
City Council, Tuesday saw 
an annual tradition; City 
Clerk Nancy Shollenberg- 
er’s candy. Mayor Jim 
Hester took time out to 
note that it’s “one of the 
great joys of being on the 
City Council,” and 
quipped, “It’s enough to 
make you want to run (for 
Council) again.” 

A public hearing was 
held to extend the urgency 
ordinance pertaining to 
tree trimming. Linda 
Thornton spoke to urge the 
City Council to return to 
the previous ordinance, 
saying, “This is not a mor¬ 
atorium; it does not pro¬ 
hibit the cutting of trees. It 
merely designates the au¬ 
thority to building or pub¬ 
lic works officials. It pro¬ 
vides them with no crite¬ 
ria.” Thornton was refer¬ 
ring to a clause in Section 
3 of the ordinance, which 
concludes (after stating 
what sort of cutting would 
be illegal), “without the 
prior consent of the Direc¬ 
tor of Public Works or by 
the Building Inspector in 
connection with a building 
permit.” 

Thornton called the 
proposal “A step back¬ 
ward rather than a step for¬ 
ward,” and urged the 
Council to open public di¬ 
alogue on the issue. Coun- 
cilmember Bart Doyle, 
however, argued that as 
the proposed ordinance 
covered trees involved 
with building permits (new 
development) the propios- 
al represented a “substan¬ 
tial increase in protection.” 

Mayor Jim Hester stat¬ 
ed that he wasn’t worried 
about the discretion of 
Public Works Supervisor 
Bruce Inman, stating, “I 
have a great deal of faith in 
the Fhiblic Works Director, 
and he understands the will 
of the City Council, and 
will not authorize the re¬ 


moval of trees to the dis¬ 
pleasure of the City Coun¬ 
cil or the citizens of Sierra 
Madre.” 

The City Council also 
met in closed session to 
hold interviews for the po¬ 
sition of Sierra Madre Po¬ 
lice Chief. City Adminis¬ 
trator John Davidson is 
playing this one close to 
the vest, and no names are 
available, in accordance 
with the wishes of the fi¬ 
nalists, but Davidson did 
give some general infor¬ 
mation about the candi¬ 
dates. The original list of 
29 candidates has been 
whittled down to two. The 
final two candidates are 
close to each other in age, 
but diverse with respect to 
personality and back¬ 
ground. That’s about all 
we have, except that 
Davidson said that he is 
waiting for results of back¬ 
ground checks, and both 
finalists are “talented, ded¬ 
icated professionals who 
bring a lot to the table.” 
Davidson says that he 
hopes to have an an¬ 
nouncement by the end of 
the week. 

Before the meeting 
started, current Police 
Chief Chris Christensen 
said that the investigation 
into the attempted arson 
victimizing Lew Wa- 
tanabe was still underway. 
Investigators successfully 
recovered fingerprints 
from the crime scene, but 
thus far, those fingerprints 
haven’t matched any on 
file.

Thinking back now, to the lean times 
of the 40’s a little miracle happened to 
my family. Dad and Mom had been in 
debt to some of the merchants in Sierra 
Madre because of the lack of work and 
the war going on and stuff. 

Mr. Provost the egg and milk man 
had extended about a year of credit to 
my folks so we could have enough eggs 
and milk to eat. Mr. Reznick who had a 
little market in downtown Sierra Madre 
also extended about a year’s worth of 
credit to Mom and Dad for staples for 
the family. Our merchants in town were 
very close to the families in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre in those days, and so many of them 
would go out of their way to help us the 
best they could. 

Well, to continue with the little mir¬ 
acle. My Dad was a great artist and 
sculptor by trade, but when the war 
came, the market for this type of work 
went downhill and Dad got included in 
the unemployment line. 

Well, MGM Studios over in Culver 
City contacted Dad one day and offered 
him a job with the movies doing art work 
and stuff. When the telephone rang. Dad 
answered it and Wow! Was he cool! 

The man from MGM asked Dad if he 
was interested in the job and Dad said he 
thought it might be interesting. He 
would like to go down to speak with the 
man in charge before he made a deci¬ 
sion. The next day Dad got all dressed 
up in his Sunday best and went down to 
speak with the man who turned out to be 
his new boss. 

Late that afternoon. Mom and my 
older Brother John and I sat in the liv¬ 
ing room waiting for Dad to come home 
with the news—good or bad-and it kept 
getting later and later, and later. Just as 
it was about to get dark. Dad walked in 
the door with a smile on his face that 
went from ear to ear and we all knew that 
Dad had landed the job. 

Dad said, “Come on! I’11 take you all 
to dinner at Lizzie’s Trail Inn and I’ll 
explain it all to you then.” 

Well, we all jumped in the car and 
headed up the hill to the restaurant with 
Mom worrying about finances, telling 
Dad we couldn’t afford to go out to an 
unscheduled dinner and Dad telling 
Mom not to worry, that this was a spe¬ 
cial occasion and everything would be 
fine. We got to the Restaurant and we 
all sat down and ordered dinner and 
waited in anticipation for the inside news 
of Dad’s job. 

Well, Dad got the job and his first 
assignment was designing and building 
the mermaids tail for Ann Blythe in the 
movie, “Mr. Peadoby and the Mer¬ 
maid.” Dad also leaned over and whis¬ 
pered to Mom how much salary he was 
going to get and Mom just beamed! 

Within in a short time Dad bought a 
great big house on Grandview Avenue 
and Boy! Was it a big house! It had a 
big garage in the back with an apartment 
above it and a great big long drive to the 
street. There was the biggest oak tree in 
the whole world in the front yard and the 
house was even bigger than that old oak 
tree. 

When I walked into the front door the 
living room was real big with a fireplace 
and a big coat closet and all dark wood. 

The kitchen was big and neat and it 
even had a big walk-in pantry. I had to 
ask Mom what a pantry was, because I 
never saw or heard of one before. Mom 
said it’s where you keep all of your sur¬ 
plus food. I wondered at that time why 
Mom and Dad would buy a house with 
a pantry in it because all of the food we 
ever had left over went into the ice box 
very easily. 

Then we went upstairs and right on 
the landing on top was Mom and Dad’s 
bedroom. Golly, it too was big! It even 
had a fireplace in it. Brother John and I 
had the next bedroom and that was real 
big, too. The walls were all covered with 
canvass-like wall paper in powder blue 
with fancy dark blue scroll work in lit¬ 
tle squiggles all over it. Mom said the 
wall paper was real expensive. 

Not long after moving in, or so it 


seemed. Dad came home one evening 
with a brand new car. The car was a big, 
old 40’s something, Packard Limousine 
painted real dark blue. The upholstery 
was made of horse hair and I didn’t like 
that at all. Every time I rode in the car, 
I would have to sit on a towel because 
the horse hair was real stickery on the 
back of my legs. 

You see, the era in which I grew up, 
expected the little boys to always wear 
short pants. All my little friends wore 
short pants, too. I think back then that 
short pants must have been a tradition or 
something like that because you never 
saw a little boy with long pants on. Af¬ 
ter much analyzing and scrutinizing 
about this problem, it finally came to 
me—Mom and Dad didn’t want us to 
grow up. They wanted me to be a little 
boy all of my life, and I would never got 
to wear long pants, ever! I figured that 
once I got to wear long pants I wouldn’t 
be a little boy anymore and gi )wn ups 
would start treating me as an equal by 
letting me go to bed at night when I 
wanted to, and picking my own menus 
at dinner and doing what I wanted to and 
stuff like that.

One day Mom sent Brother John and 
I out to play in the yard and told us not 
to go anywhere off the property, to stay 
in the yard-I guess so she could keep an 
eye on us. Well, wewere happy to go out 
and play and we were having a good 
time, but soon we got tired of whatever 
we were doing. 

Teddy was home and invited us in to 
see his new train set. Wow! It was a 
nice one! All set up on tracks with lights 
all around and buildings and stuff. We 
ail had more fun playing railroad engi¬ 
neer and traveling to far off lands. 

I guess the time got away from us and 
when I finally realized it. I knew it was 
too late! Boy! We were going to get it, 
but good! 

Brother John and I ran home and in 
the kitchen door and guess what? Mom 
was waiting for us with her arms 
crossed. When Mom ever crossed her 
arms. Look out! She meant business! 
Mom semt us to our room upstairs and 
told us not to come out. 

I figured we would be there for at 
least a year or so. John and I were real 
quiet and we didn’t even turn on the ra¬ 
dio for our favorite programs, “The 
green Hornet” or “JackArmstrong, the 
All American Boy.”

Did I laugh! That was neat. But then 
John picked up an onion on the end of 
his fork, an flipped at me. I ducked and 
it missed me. Splatt! It landed on the 
wall behind me and we watched as it 
slide down to the floor. 

This was a new neat game. So we 
continued the onion fight until all the 
onions were gone from our plates—ex¬ 
hausted from our onion war games we 
laid back down on our beds and turned 
the radio on real low. 

Soon, Mom came in to pick up our 
dinner plates and she happened to notice 
something wrong with the expensive, 
power blue canvass wall paper.

The only reason I’m 
here today, writing this story is because 
Mom, by the grace of God, spared my 
life. 

I remember Mom telling me after that 
incident that one day I would have chil¬ 
dren of my own and I would find out 
then what it’s all about.

A bohemian Friday at 
the Sierra Madre

About thirty people 
braved the rain to attend 
the Sierra Madre Library’s

A small group started talk¬ 
ing about a funeral they 
had just attended that day. 
Judging from their somber 
faces, they had been very 
close to the person who 
had died. When Loretta 
ManiU came in I ap¬ 
proached her to ask a few 
questions about her pro¬ 
gram. She looked emo¬ 
tionally drained. She had 
attended the funeral as 
well. She explained to me 
who had died, a poet by the 
name of Hy Baker. He had 
been the “shining light 
who held us together” she 
said, referring to the regu¬ 
lar group of 30 to 40 peo¬ 
ple who come to this pro¬ 
gram every month. 

Loretta placed a sign-up 
sheet out for those who 
wanted to read their po¬ 
ems. Along with eleven 
others, I signed up. 

As the evening pro¬ 
gressed I began to realize 
why Hy Baker had been 
such a special person to 
this group. Some of the 
readers recited his poems 
and shared personal 
thoughts about him. He 
was a true bohemian, not 
afraid to think his own 
thoughts and go his own 
way. He had been a men¬ 
tor to many in the audi¬ 
ence, having taught poetry 
workshops for over twen¬ 
ty years. 

Though those that knew 
Hy were in a sad state that 
night when they arrived, 
their spirits lightened as 
the first reader recited a 
witty poem about his 
childhood. The mood in 
the room changed as 
themes changed. Topics 
ranged from relationships 
with his dad, to God, to 
being handicapped, to pas¬ 
sion and romance. One of 
my favorite poems made 
the group contemplate 
what it would be like to be 
a pickle. 

Some of the readers 
read from books they had 
published. Their cadence 
was incredible. Poised and 
refined, they recited work 
that was so developed.

My voice shook as I knew 
it would. Luckily my legs 
didn’t follow. Managing 
not to lose my place was 
all I could hope for. Hav¬ 
ing survived my reading, I 
went on to enjoy the fol¬ 
lowing readings in a more 
relaxed manner. 

Then a quite refreshing 
thing happened! All the 
readers who had signed up 
to read had finished. Lor¬ 
etta asked if anyone else 
would like to read, as there 
was still time left. A man 
came up holding a library 
newspaper on its’ rod. 
Thinking he was going to 
start reading an article 
from the paper to us, Lor¬ 
etta tactfully told him it 
was strictly a poetry read¬ 
ing. He understood that he 
said. He went on to ex¬ 
plain why he was holding 
the paper and rod. ‘This is 
my flag,” he said. He sto¬ 
ry continued. When he 
was ten years old his class 
held a poetry contest. The 
winner would get to hold a 
special flag. He wrote a 
poem about martians for 
the contest. Sure it would 
win, he was devastated 
when it didn’t. The follow¬ 
ing year he had to move 
and transferred to another 
school. He gave his poem 
to his new teacher to read. 
His new teacher loved the 
poem and shared it with 
the entire class. 

After he finished ex¬ 
plaining his story to us he 
proceeded to recite that 
poem by heart. We ap¬ 
plauded when he finished. 
He continued to hold his

We reported it in the Sierra Madre News when Highlander Liquor on Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. was cited for selling alcohol to a minor, and it’s only fair to report the fol¬ 
low-up: Says Highlander owner Bill Masannat, “Both the District Attorney’s office 
and ABC dismissed the charges in separate hearings last month.” 

Masannat says that Highlander regularly checks the identification of customers who 
appear to be under the age of 21, as they did in this case. However, the minor in ques¬ 
tion had a professional-quality fake driver’s license. “All we can do is look at it,” said 
Masannat, It looked perfect. Punishment for the sale of alcohol to minors can be as 
severe as the loss of a store’s liquor license. As Masannat says, “It’s not worth it for 
us to sell to minors. For what, a dollar or two? We are careful.” 

Masannat stressed that the Highlander will continue to check identification of pos¬ 
sible minors as carefully as possible, and agreed that the Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment was doing their best to protect the community in issuing the citation. “I have no 
problem at all with the Police Department. They were doing their job. I just want to 
clear my name.”

Wet cot¬ 
ton, unlike wool or some of the new sythetics, acts like 
an evaporative cooler in the wind, and quickly chills the 
body. In the rain, Tellez allowed herself to become sep¬ 
arated from her group. That was Mistake #4. There is 
safety in numbers, in many ways. 

Searches are seldom done for multiple missing per¬ 
sons. It’s the solitary hiker who often gets into trouble, 
especially with hypothermia. Here, having companions 
can save a life. The insidious thing about hypothermia 
is that the first thing to go is one’s reasoning power. The 
potential victim never knows it’s even beginning to hap¬ 
pen. Such signs as uncontrolled shivering, awkwardness, 
or slurred speech is apparent to others, but not to the 
victim. Soon, a lone victim is helpless. Under the right 
conditions, it doesn’t require freezing temperatures, hy¬ 
pothermia can happen even when air temperatures are 
in the 50’s. 

Finally, Vellez headed out alone to reach a telephone.

Among councilmembers, however. Mayor Hester’s 
was a minority opinion. Councilman Doyle agreed that 
the impartial analysis needed to be reworded, but he sup¬ 
ported the ordinance to bring about the initiative. Said 
Doyle, “If you’ve been deaf, dumb, and blind, or on a 
long cruise in the Southern Hemisphere, you may not be 
aware, but people have had the opportunity to discuss 
this for the last three years.” Doyle said that it was “time 
for closure, and putting this issue to bed.” Doyle said that 
when he ran for office, part of his campaign promises 
included a voluntary preservation ordinance, a promise 
he intends to keep. 

Councilmember Maryann MacGillivray concurred 
with Doyle, stating that the Council’s action was not 
whimsical. “It’s a healthy dose of pragmatism,” 
MacGillivray argued, “I don’t want to take $60,000 out 
of a reserve fund of $900,000 for 29 property owners.” 
MacGillivray went on to say, “We’re not changing our 
position on preservation, and we’re not getting rid of the 
ordinance or the commission; we’re supporting preser¬ 
vation in a voluntary manner.” 

Councilman Gary Adams said, “This has been a dif¬ 
ficult situation. We’ve been down a long, hard, trouble¬ 
some road. We told property owners, ‘You can get off 
the list, but if you then choose to get back on, you stay 
on’ but a court case came down and seriously restricted 
what we could do.” Adams said that owners who want¬ 
ed to get back on the list could do so, and furthermore, 
owners who wanted to destroy their properties would 
have to go through an EIR irre.spective of whether they 
were on a list of historical landmarks or not. 

Mayor Pro Tern Doug Hayes agreed with Trader 
about the language of the impartial analysis, saying, ‘To 
say that none of the properties is historical is just stu¬ 
pid,” but also supported the initiative. There were five 
options, as Hayes put it. Four possibilities were to con¬ 
tinue a discussion which has been going on for years, to 
bill homeowners when there were questions about 
whether they wanted to be on the list in the first place or 
not, to have the City pay for ElR’s, to have a Council- 
sponsored initiative (as the proposed ordinance stated). 

If none of those happened, Hayes felt that a citizen-spon¬ 
sored initiative would certainly get enough signatures to 
put the measure on the ballot, but not in time for the April 
election, which might result in a costly special election. 
Said Hayes, “At this point in time, we might as well cut 
to the chase and move on.” 

On a 4-1 vote, with Mayor Hester dissenting, the 
Council agreed to reword the measure to make it more 
objective, and to place it on the April ballot. Barbara 
Hester said she was “very disappointed” with the City 
Council, and she and Mary Sullivan questioned the le¬ 
galities of Tuesday’s Council action. As to the comment 
that the properties on the list were not historical, she 
brought Ebhard’s and Winter’s book, “Los Angeles: An 
Architectural Guide” which specifically cited historical 
properties in Sierra Madre, and included various cites 
on the list.

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Foreign Language 
Study Options 
Examined 


By Dan Oakes 

Tuesday’s Arcadia Uni¬ 
fied School Board meeting 
included a report from Su¬ 
perintendent Terry 
Towner’s office on foreign 
language. The report, pre¬ 
pared by Dr. Mimi Burg- 
dorf-Hennessy, addressed 
instruction options for in¬ 
troducing foreign lan¬ 
guage as a course of study 
at the elementary school 
level. 

The report cited It’s 
Elementary’s comment, 
“Our national inability to 
speak other languages has 
been well documented and 
is becoming an increasing 
liability in the interdepen¬ 
dent global marketplace. 
The establishment of 
sound second-language 
programs in California’s 
elementary schools is an 
important step in overcom¬ 
ing our mono-lingualism.” 

Burgdorf-Hennessy 
also cites research that has 
substantiated the existence 
of a window when stu¬ 
dents acquire language 
more easily, which coin¬ 
cides with the elementary 
school years. Foreign lan¬ 
guage programs at the el¬ 
ementary school level are 
rare, however. Between an 
already crowded instruc¬ 
tional day and public pres¬ 
sure to give additional time 
and attention to basics 
such as reading and math, 
foreign language typically 
falls by the wayside. 

Long before imple¬ 
menting a foreign lan¬ 
guage program, the vari¬ 
ous models have to be ex¬ 
amined. Burgdorf- 
Hennessy’s report exam¬ 
ined several possibilities. 
The options are divided 
into exploratory models, 
which introduce students 
to foreign language study 
but have limited system¬ 
atic language study, and 
instructional models, 
which focus on language 
proficiency development. 
One thing is clear from 
even a preliminary study: 
any instructional program 
short of total immersion 
would require a substantial 
and ongoing commitment 
of funds to support. More 
detailed studies of the im¬ 
plications of various pro¬ 
gram options for negoti¬ 
ated agreements, availabil¬ 
ity/training/certification of 
staff or consultants, in¬ 
structional space, and 
funding options would be 
necessary. 

One possibility is a be¬ 
fore/after school program. 
Goals would be a language 
awareness and cultural ap¬ 
plication, as well as mini¬ 
mal fluency. Programs 
would run 30 weeks, one 
hour each week in volun¬ 


tary groups of 25-30. The 
estimated cost is $19,000. 
No class time would be 
used. 

Less expensive would 
be to treat foreign lan¬ 
guages as a noontime ac¬ 
tivity. The projected price 
tag comes in at $12,000. 
This option would have 
more of a multi-age nature 
than the first option, and as 
a result would be less 
structured. The option 
would consist of two 
groups at each school, as 
opposed to three in the be¬ 
fore/after school option. 

A summer language 
“academy” brings one of 
the smaller price tags - 
$7,000. Groups of 12-15 
would spend three hours a 
day working for 10 days. 

Bringing the study into 
the school day core cur¬ 
riculum raises the price tag 
substantially. One possi¬ 


bility is bringing in an out¬ 
side contractor. That op¬ 
tion is estimated to have a 
cost of $450,000, which 
would include either 
$450,000, $225,000, or 
$115,000 depending on 
how many students the 
course was open to. Mate¬ 
rials would cost an extra 
$15 per student, or $3,600 
for grades 4 & 5, or $8,400 
for grades K-5. 

Bringing in a creden- 
tialed teacher with foreign 
language expertise would 
cose $367,000, $141,000, 
or $47,000, as well as the 
above materials costs. 

An extended school day 
brings the same costs as 
the aforementioned cre- 
dentialed teacher. A ben¬ 
efit would be that it would 
not reduce the instruc¬ 
tional day for other sub¬ 
jects, but it would require 
extending the elementary 


school day. 

The least additional cost 
would be partail or full 
immersion, i.e. beginning 
with K or 1st grade, and 
teaching the various 
school subjects in a foreign 
language for a half or full 
day. Without a commit¬ 
ment to continue after the 
first year, the exercise 
would not be effective, but 
with commitment, the pro¬ 
gram has the potential for 
the most learning. Native 
speakers would be needed, 
if possible, and the choice 
of language offered may 
be dictated by teacher 
availability. 

These options will be 
further looked at in the fu¬ 
ture as the District exam¬ 
ines whether to take action 
to produce bilingual chil¬ 
dren, and if so, what ac-

District Hires 
New Nurse

The Arcadia Unified School District has created and 
filled a new position. Patricia Anderson is the new Dis¬ 
trict Nurse, and has been with the District for just under 
one month. 

Anderson’s background in nursing is extensive, and 
her work history varied. She has a teaching degree and 
a Masters in Nursing from Azusa Pacific University. 
Most recently, she was an instructor at Mount San An¬ 
tonio College, and also Nursing Supervisor at Citrus Val¬ 
ley Health Partners. Prior to the creation of this position, 
there was a liaison to the District from Arcadia Meth¬ 
odist Hospital. 

There are certified health aides at every school, who 
are “excellent,” according to Anderson. Some of the 
aides are nurses, and all are CPR and first aid trained. 
In addition to coordinating their activities, Anderson’s 
many duties will include overseeing all of the schools’ 
health issues, vision and hearing screening, special edu¬ 
cation evaluations, coordination of functions, and act¬ 
ing as a resource for the health aides. She will also pro¬ 
vide reports and information to the school board. 

Anderson has an office at Arcadia High School, but 
will spend much of her time in the field. She keeps a 
weekly schedule, visiting one or two schools each day, 
where she answers questions, makes evaluations, and 
checks that each site is in compliance with State health 
regulations.

Congress Acts to chanc 
culture of abusive IRS 


Before putting your tmst in a new doctor, 
trust us to find vou the right one. 


Earlier this year, the bipartisan National Commission on Restructuring the Internal Revenue Service completed 
a yearlong audit of the IRS and found a troubled agency that wastes billions of dollars in resources and lacks a 
culture of customer service. The audit also revealed an agency that is fraught with management, governance and 
oversight problems, and is unaccountable to Congress and the American people. 

These problems were further illustrated during three days of Senate Finance Committee hearings in September 
which revealed an out-of-control agency that intentionally engages in unnecessary and sometimes illegal tactics 
to harass middle income taxpayers who have limited due process rights. 

In an effort to end, once and for all, some of the most egregious and abusive practices of the IRS, the House of 
Representatives approved the Internal Revenue Restructuring and Reform Act, which will bring about the first 
comprehensive reform of the agency in four decades. It reforms the IRS and levels the playing field between 
taxpayers and the agency by shifting the burden of proof to the IRS in many instances, by creating 28 new tax¬ 
payer rights including the right to sue the IRS for negligence and by creating an independent citizen board to hold 
the IRS accountable for change. 

The principle that a person is innocent until proven guilty does not currently apply to disputes with the IRS. 
This is a particularly egregious situation given that many disputes are caused either by agency mistakes or by the 
shear complexity of the tax code. According to the IRS reform commission, half of all errors on paper 1040 forms 
are the result of IRS employees inputting incorrect numbers. A commission survey of front-line IRS employees 
also found an overwhelming majority believe the complexity of the tax code makes it difficult for them to prop¬ 
erly do their jobs. Therefore, it is not surprising that nearly 42% of the $13.2 billion worth of penalties the IRS 
assessed against taxpayers last year was wiped off the books after individuals and business owners challenged 


them as excessive or un¬ 
necessary. 

The reforms approved 
by the House will make the 
IRS more accountable to 
the American people. 
They will enhance the fair¬ 
ness of the tax collection 
process by giving the tax¬ 
payer the benefit of the 
doubt when he or she has 
cooperated with the IRS 
and has documented evi¬ 
dence of compliance. 

Reforming the IRS will 
not solve the more intrac¬ 
table problems brought on 
by a complicated and inef¬ 
ficient tax code. The solu¬ 
tions to those broader 
problems require compre¬ 
hensive reform of the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Code, 
which I hope Congress 
will address next year. But 
the structural reforms ap¬ 
proved by the House will 
go a long way toward pro¬ 
tecting the rights of tax¬ 
payers, making the IRS 
more accountable and re¬ 
storing public conftdence 
in the way the IRS en¬ 
forces our tax laws.

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Arcadia Bows 
Out in 
Semifinals 

The Arcadia Apaches’ 1997 season ended Friday 
night, following a 19-0 shutout at the hands of the Ar¬ 
royo Grande Eagles. 

The Eagle ground game gained over 350 yards against 
Arcadia, and quarterback Sam Simonson only had to put 
the ball in the air four times for Arroyo Grande. Arca¬ 
dia’s offense was held under 300 yards, and was not 
helped by the fact that star running back Blair Lewis was 
not 100% healthy, though he rushed for 94 yards. Quar¬ 
terback Richard Searing threw for 165 yards on a typi¬ 
cally accurate night: Searing connected on 16 of 27 pass¬ 
es, and was not picked off. Andrew Policky had over 100 
of those receiving yards, but the Apaches couldn’t put 
the ball into the end zone in the rain. 

The loss in no way detracts from an impressive sea¬ 
son in which the Apaches, despite a #3 seed in their own 
division, won two playoff games and outlasted the Muir 
Mustangs, among other teams.
